4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails to 
disclose an apparatus and method to linearize a power amplifier where the optimal predistorted 
signal for an input signal is generated by obtaining an inverse distortion component 
corresponding to the amplitude of the input signal from a previously formed and stored lookup 
table.
